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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 4/20/2005 has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 15 and 16 have been amended. 

3. The rejection to claims 15 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment. 

4. Claims 1-20 are now pending. 

5. The applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. A detailed discussion is set forth below. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

6. The IDS filed 4/1 3/2005 has been considered. 

Response to Amendment 

7. Claims 15 and 16 have been amended to correct a lack of antecedent basis in the claims. 
The amendments do not prove a change in scope to the limitations of claims 15 and 16. 

Claim Rejections 

8. Claims 1-6, 8-1 1, and 17-20 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Stone et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,421,737), hereinafter referred to as Stone, and claims 7 
and 12-16 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stone in view of 
Nine et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,560,61 1) as stated in the action mailed 1/10/2005. 
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Response to Arguments 

9. In the remarks, the applicant has argued: 
• < Argument 1> 

Stone does not disclose the features of claim 1 because he does not disclose "storing the 
information about the corresponding resources in a database" as recited in claim 1 . 

10. In response to argument 1, Stone does disclose a database as recited in claim 1. As noted 
by the applicant, the resource monitor module uses the monitor notification library (figure 1, 
item 1 7) to notify the resource monitoring manager and execute a routine that will forward 
notification to a notification handler at the client. In addition to this functionality it is maintained 
that the monitor notification library also stores information about the corresponding resources 
being monitored. For the sake of clarity, the applicant is further directed to column 7, lines 18- 
43 which discusses in more detail the notification entries present in the notification library. It is 
noted that "the notification entry includes the monitor request information, the current value of 
the resource to be monitored and some historical information about the resource." Thus Stone 
discloses all the features of claim 1 . 

1 1 . Furthermore, the applicant has provided several examples of information stored in the 
database of the present invention such as "a daily snapshot of the storage system configurations" 
and other such "customer information." However, these exemplary embodiments do not directly 
address the limitations as recited in claim 1. The applicant is reminded that although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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12. In addition, the applicant has argued that claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 35 
U.S.C. 103, but not explicitly discussed, are allowable based on the above arguments. Thus, 
claims disclosing similar limitations to the discussed claims and related dependent claims remain 
rejected under the same reasoning as presented above.
